The good financial position in which 
the State Government finds itself is pro- 
ductive not alone of a sense of satisfac- 
tion. 

Because the State is not strapped for 
funds, it is able to take advantage of re- 
curring opportunities to save money and 
thus further to improve its position. 

Latest illustration of this came this 
week when Eastern investors, faced with 
a declining bond market, decided to sell 
a portion of the self-liquidating revenue 
certificates issued two years ago by the 
Board of Regents for the purpose of aug- 
menting dormitory facilities at Georgia 
Tech. 

State Auditor Thrasher, ever alert to 
save the taxpayer a dollar, was able to 
buy $787,000 worth of the certificates for 
$683,000, thus saving $104,000 in addition 
to interest payments, which would have 
amounted to $386,775 had the bonds not 
been redeemed until maturity. 

This means, in effect, that Eastern cap- 
ital has made a contribution of $104,000 
to the State treasury. 

While this is the first time Mr. Thrasher 
has been able to effect a saving on the face 
value of sueh securities, twice before he 
has been able to retire large-scale State 
obligations at a considerable reduction in 
interest.

Essay on the Julep

It is well, too, we think, that Dr. Herr- 
man was careful to prescribe the “leisure- 
ly tempo of.life” along with his mint ju- 
leps. For, as all Southerners well know, 
the julep to be palatable and effective van- 
not be a quickie affair, prepared and 
consumed in the same space of time as

The People Can Make Themselves Heard 


WASHINGTON—The thumping majority by which the House passed the bill repealing discrim- 
inating Federal taxes agajnst the sale.and manufacture of oleomargarine shows what may be accom- 
plished when public opinion becomes aroused over an obviously unfair and obnoxious situation. It 
is also a tribute to the power of the American press in giving expression to an aroused public opinion 
through vigorous editorial support. Newspapers of the country overwhelmingly supported demands 


for repeal of the nauseous taxes. 

Some of the taxes have been on the statute 
books for 50 years or more. They were put there 
by the dairy industry in an effort to stifle com- 
petition with butter, for which oleo is a whole- 
some and acceptable substitute. 

Various efforts in the past to repeal the taxes 
have met with failure due to the influence of 
the dairy lobby. Even with public opinion aroused 
as it is, the lobby waz: still strong enough to tie 
the legislation up in the Agricultural Committee, 
which refused to report out a bill. In order to 
get the bill out it was necessary for a majority 
of the membership of the House to sign a pe- 
tition to discharge the Committee from further 
consideration of the bill. 


The bitterness of the debate on the issue 
also attests to the power of the lobby. Con- 
ditions being what they are, with the pub- 
lic demanding repeal of the taxes as an 
offset te the high cost of living, it was te 
be assumed that the dairy crowd would 
confine its opposition to whatever legitimate 
points that could be raised to the bill. 


But instead of this the debate was marked 
by one of the most intemperate and vituperative 
displays witnessed on the House floor in some 
time. Representatives of the dairying States 
resorted to all kinds of unsavory tactics and 
name calling in their efforts to defeat the legis- 
lation. Threats of retaliation were hurled to 
supporters of the bill from States producing 
cotton seed and other vegetable oils going into 
the manufacture of margarine. 

An utter disregard of the moralities involved 
and a dismal ignorance of the fundamentals of 
economics was shown throughout the discussion 
' by those fighting the proposal. " 


For example, opponents of the measure sought 
to make much of the fact that during the past 
12 years of Democratic control no serious effort 
was put forward to have Congress repeal the 
taxes. 

In resorting to such flimsy arguments, they 
failed to show a proper conception of the con- 
ditions which have given rise to the present 
agitation for wiping out the discriminating oleo 
levies. : 

What has given force to this agitation is the 
soaring price of butter, now crowding a dollar 
a pound. So long as butter remained at reason- 
able levels, there was no particular demand for 
elimination of the taxes, obnoxious though they 
are. 
The public became aroused over the situation 
when the imposition of oleo taxes and other ob- 
stacles to manufacture made it difficult to buy 
this wholesome butter substitute at prices capable 
of making a dent in the cost of living. 


Now that the House has acted, it is only 
reasonable to subpose that the Senate will 
sive final appreval to the bill without 
further delay. It is only to be hoped that 
the debate there will be on a higher plane 
than accompanied passage of the measure 


‘in the lower body. 


One lesson stands out in it all. It is that the 
American people are still capable of making 
themselves he&rd in correcting evils in our 
legislative situation, once they become sufficiently 
aroused. But for the clamor that came up from 
the public and the press, nothing would probably 
have been done by Congress to eliminate the 
unfair taxes.

atmosphere of the polls such that decent men held their noses while 
voting. . : 


It is a fact, too, that women have, through their national asso- 


ciation of Leagues of Women Voters, attempted a nonpartisan exami- 
nation of issues and candidates. It also is true that an increasing 
number of church organizations are examining into political issues. 
Bloc This has been done without any articulate voice, or sound- 

ing of trumpets. The result is that the woman’s vote has 
come to be a silent vote. There is an already substantial, and 
increasingly independent, bloc of women voters on whom the poli- 
ticlans may not count with easy assurance. 

Still women in general tend to remain aloof from politics, leav- 
ing that inexact science to the superior intelligence which man 
claims in that field—an intelligence the facts do not support.

Unfortunately, some of them in the Congress have traded on the 
fact they were women and have acted as if they should receive 
special treatment and consideration.
